Period for Filing Returns 

The period for filing returns: is 
from Januaryq 1, to March 15, 1922, 
when made on the calendar: year 
basis. If the taxpayer makes his re- 
turn on the fiscal year basis, the re- 
turn must be filed on or before the 
fifteenth day of the third month 
following the close of the fiscal year, 
Non-resident aliens must make re- 
turn on or before the fifteenth day 
of the sixth month following the close 
of the fiscal year, or, if the return 
is made on a calendar year basis, on 
or before June 15.
